Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art 
reference by Dowdell (U.S. Patent No. 5,301,263) is made of record as describing 
related methods for calculating a depth value, retaining high and low order bits of the 
depth value, and comparing high and low order bits of the depth value. Prior art 
reference by Gardiner et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,052,125) is made of record as describing 
a related method of initializing a depth value to a predetermined shallowest or deepest 
depth value. References by Andrews, (U.S. Patent No. 7,030,887), Lewis et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,926,1 81 ), Sasaki (U.S. Patent No. 6,41 1 ,290), and Cheng et al. (U.S. 
PGPUB 20010028354) are made of record as describing related methods for initialing a 
depth value. Prior art reference by Lapidous et al. is made of record as describing a 
related method of setting lower order bits to zero. However, none of the cited prior art 
teaches or suggests high order bits and low order bits of the depth value are separately 
initialized upon clearing the high order Z-buffer memory and the low order Z-buffer 
memory.
